JTo. 30—What Part of n Saw Tooth 


Cutaf 


The actual cutting done by a saw 


tooth is by the. points of the ia\v 
teeth which can 'enter the wood no 
deeper than the central channel: 
that is where the inside angle of 
this tooth on the right lines up with 
that of the tooth on the left. This 
applies to tho cross-cutting saw, 
and also, with the exception of the 
channel, to the rip.pingr-saw, the 
teeth of th« cut or "bite" of the lat- 
ter being controlled or lifted by 
the wide sharp edge nnd' the angle 
of. the body of the tooth. 


^The cutting section of the teeth., 


owing to. their being sej alternately 
to the right and left, Individually 
severs but half the width of the. 
kerf (this is the name given the 
groove, which a saw make's in cut- 
ting) and this division of .duty l»y 
the numerous teeth In a handsaw- 
enables the performance, of quicker 
work, -with much less effort, or 
power to drive, th'aa If the full 
width .of the kerf were, cut by each 
tooth. 


The edge of the teeth of the saw 


first scores the board being sawed, 
then as pressure ' Is applied teeth, 
enter deeper and deeper until fin- 
ally .the cutting edge of. the teeth 
is brought Into action. 
The cut- 
ting edge Is on tho outsido front 
of points when the saw is pushed 
forward 
by pressure,, and 
this 
strikes the filters at right angles 
to their lengths, thus severing them 
from the main body on each side. 


This action also pares the ridge 


of the wood between tho points 
scored and a continuation o.f the 
pressure as the saw is pushed for- 
ward carries It deeper into the woud 
until the full "bite" is taken.
